Bread and Microbes. 

From experiments made by M. Rous- 
sel in Paris it appears that only the 
crust of bread is submitted to a suf- 
ficiently bigh temperature to kill all 
the bacteria which the loaf. may con- 
tain, The inside of the toaf may there- 
fore be contaminated by the microbes 
from a consumptive baker or con veyed 
in the water, as is the case with. ty- 
phoid fever and cholera. . Professor 
Metchnikoff was asked his opinion 
whether bread could not be a source of 
danger, and his answer was as fol- 
lows: “I don’t think so, The tempera- 
ture to which the inside of a loaf is 
submitted generally exceeds 140 de- 
grees I’, At this temperature many 
microbes are killed—those of tubercu- 
losis, for instance—but there are much 
hardier germs, such as those of anthrax, 
the germs of which are only killed at 
over 224 degrees F. But anthrax is 
rare, and it is hardly likely that a bak- 
er attacked by this terrible malady 
would continue to work once the dis- 
ease had declared itseif.” Professor 
Metchnikoff advises, however, that 
only bread which is well baked, and 
therefore not crumbly, should be eaten.

Duke of Montrose Has Famous Fam- 
My That Goes Back to. 1128. 


Very few men have so. famons a’ 


family regord as the Duke of Mont- 
rose. How far the Grahams go. back 
in the history of Stotland, .it is hard 
to say. They were certainly’ well es- 
fablished in -1128; for ‘William de 
Graham figures,.as | wittiess to the 
charter from David’ the..First to’ the 
morks of Holytood house, William 
had two sons, Peter, ancestor of the 
Earls of Morton, and John, founder 
of the present’ family of Montrose. 
James, tHe -first marquis, did valiant 
serviée for the king in the Civil War. 
When the monarch had been murder- 
ed, Montrose escaped from Scotland; 
but .he would not abandon the cause, 
and with a few gallant followers, 
made a hopeless descent upon Ork- 
ney, where he was captured by, the 
forces of Parliament... His execution 
at Edinburgh, with every circum: 
stance of indignity, and the out- 
tages inflicted upon. his body, are 
among the most shameful in Scottish 
history. At the Restoration, Charles 
TI. caused his remains to be dug up 
and buried in ‘stste in the cathedral 
of St. Giles. When at Eton, the 
present duke was caught by A master 
throwing’ stones at a truck while 
waiting on the station platform at 
Windsor for the train which was. to 
convey him and his mother to Lon- 
don. The offended master ordered the 
boy to return to the college to receive 
his punishment. but the future duke, 
thinking himself safe in his mother’s 
presence, did not take the matter 
seriously. The duchess, however, in- 
timated her intention of delaying 
the journey so that the son might do 
as he was told.

English Mayor Advocates Cor'scription 
to Relieve Present Anxiety. 


The Mayor of Colchester, England, 
Councillor W. Gurney Benham, is 
very wide awake to the unprepared- 
ness of Great Britain in case of in- 
vasion. Interviewed recently, he said 
that he. was now in a “transition 
stage.” Until quite recently he was a 
conscientious objector, and ‘opposed 
to compulsion of any description, but

1ne Grand Trunk Railway was the first 
railway in Canada and the gecond on the 
eontinent. Within the lifetime of a man It 
has grown from a little twenty-mile strap- 
fron road to a splendid system covering 
anu serving eastern Canada and a number 
It is, I belleve, the 
jongest continuous stretch of double-track 
line under cne geneial manager in the 
world. It has developed scores of manu- 
facturing centers in the eastern provinces 
and dozens of summer resorts in the coun- 
try lying north of the open fields. 

It has grown from its first two-room 
headquarters to occupy today two magnifi; 
cent blocks in the city of Montreal, and 
scores of other palatial offices, inciuding 
general offices at Chicago, Detroit, Toron- 
to, Buffalo and Portland, Maine. 

It has always been a sort of unwritten 
law on the Grand Trunk system that this 
was a factory for the making of men. It 
takes in the raw material and turns out 
the finished product-—the trained official. 
Time was when young Cangdians were 
hearkening to the call of the States and 
trekking south before they reached the 
voting age. These, then, were only par- 
tially finished. .They were finished in the 
republic, where they remained, thousands 
of them,~to fill prominent positions and 
occupy places of trust on the railways 
and in banking houses, 

pBut lately Canada is coming into her 
own, and the railway systems of the Do- 
minion are developing rapidly trying to 
Reep pace with the development of Can- 
ada, so that now the young man who 
goes into the mill may remain and find 
promotion and employment as his ability 
and capacity increase. ! 

Under the management of Sir Charles 
Rivers-Wilson and C. M. Hays, vast !m- 
provements have been made in the old 
system. Grade crossings have been sep- 
arated, new bridges put in, notably, at Ni- 


,agara Falls and at Montreal. Grades and 


curves have been reduced and the St 
Clair tunnel electrified. 

Having accomplished so much, the man- 
agement, seeking other worlds to con- 
quer,‘ determined to bulld'an entirely new 
line from the Atlantic ‘to the, Paciflo-—-8800 
miles, When this has been completed 
(four-fifths of which is now under con- 
tract) some 6000 miles of branch lines 
and feeders will be added to gather in

The last thousand miles, Edmonton to 
Prince Rupert; Hes through a mountain- 
ous country, threads the Rockies through 
Yellowhead Pass, but has no heavy 
grades. In fact,, the grade ie the same 
through the mountain séction as across 
the prairie provinces, : 

* ‘The line is completed west from Win- 
nipeg to Edmonton, and by next year 
will be completed east of Winnipeg to the 
Great Lakes, where traffic will cross, 
pending the completion of the entire sys- 
tem, by ship to a connection at Sarnia 
and Tiffin with the present Grdnd Trunk 
system, finding its way to the European 
markets vie Montreal and Quebeg, or via 
Portland, Maine, 

When the whole system hae been com- 
pleted the Grand Trunk Pacific will 
shorten the run around the world by 
two or three days. For instance, it 
will be easy to cross the continent on 
this comparatively level line inside of 
four days, and when your ship salle out 
of the beautiful land-locked harbor of 
Prince Rupert it will be within an 
hour in the open sea, and half a thou- 
sand miles nearer Yokohama than a 
ship would, be sailing at the same time 
from any other Pacific port. While this 
last thousand miles through Alberta 
and British Columbia Iie in a moun- 
tainous region, there are great possibill- 
ties here for traffic. There are many, 
sections of this rugged region sheltered 
and comparatively mild, where cattle 
and horses may range out the year 
around. 

Northern British Columbia lies in a 
latitude which would be severe on the 
Atlantic coast, but is comparatively 
mild here and free from snow, because 
of the fact that the Japan currents, 


which wash up the northern coast, cre-- 


ate what are called the “Chinook” 
winds. Where there is not ranching, 
there is gold and copper and an abun- 
dance of timber, 

Further north, down the Peace river, 
theré is another wheat belt, where the 
mills of the Hudson Bay Company bave 
been grinding out flour for a quarter of 
a century, and still further down the 
Mackensie river there are beds of as- 
phalt, mountains of salt ang other nat- 
ural resources undreamed of. 

Ten years from now the commerce of 
half a continent will be throbbing 
through the arteries of the Grand Trunk 
Railway system’ of Canada, which by 
that time should operate at least 10,000 
miles. ; 

Prince Rupert, the Pacific coast termi- 
nal, is one of the most interesting spots 
on the map of America today, because 
here.a city is bound to “happen.” 

The great problem confronting Canada 
has been to supply transportation for the 
products of the fertile melds, of the for-

And over these raiie, and down to 
Prince Rupert, will flow the commerce 
of all that new West, bound for the East 
by ‘the western way, as surely as the 
waters of the Pacific slope flow into the 
Pacific pcean. But this commercial water- 
shed will extend hundreds of miles fur- 
ther east than the natural water-shed 
extends. The mineral weaith of all that 
vast mountain region, the forest prod- 
ucts, the coal, the copper and iron ore 
of northern British Columbia and the 
Yukon, as well as the food-.products of 
the prairie provinces, and the fish and 
fur of the far North, in short, all 
export wealth of that resourceful region, 
westbound, must find its outlet to the 
sea at Prince Rupert. 

Prince Rupert is surrounded by a 
country whose natural resources are 
more rich and varied than those of 
any other country known to the pres- 
ent generation. And her sphere is ever 
widening, her natural trade zone is 
dally being extended north, and_ still 
farther north. 

It is only a little over half a*century 
since a congressional commission, sit- 
ting in Chicago, declared that the state 
of Illinois marked the northern limit 
of the profitable wheat-growing area 
of this continent. “In spite of this, the 
Httle pink breadberry:spread north and 
west to Minnesota; the Dakotas, crawl- 
ed up the Red river of the north, up to
